SECOND REPORT. 



My Lords, 

Your Lordships, by your Secretary’s letter of 29th May, informed us with reference 
to the report we had recently laid before you that it would be satisfactory to your Lordships 
to receive from us, 

I. “ An approximate estimate of the immediate loss which would probably be oc- 
“ casioned by such a reduction of fares on the Irish railways as would assimilate 
“ them to the principles on which charges are levied on the Belgian lines, and our 
“ opinion as to the probable period that would elapse before the increase of traffic to be 

anticipated from the reduction of fares would overtake the whole or a moiety of the 
<f loss to be incurred ; 

II. “ An estimate of the saving to be effected by the concentration of establishments 
“ under one or more administrative departments, and 

III. An estimate of the “ diminution of charge which could be effected by placing 

the whole of the debenture capital on an uniform rate of interest under Government 

“ guarantee.” 

In pursuance of those directions we have made such inquiries into the fares, charges, 
and traffic arrangements on the Belgian and other foreign railways as we considered 
necessary to enable us to submit to your Lordships a report upon the whole subject, 
which we beg to do as follows : — 

I. — History of the Belgian Railways, their Management, Fares, and Charges. 

Railways were commenced in Belgium by the State shortly after the Belgian Revolution 
in 1830, at a time when private enterprise was unequal to the task of executing them, 
and the main lines of the country, after being constructed by the State, have for upwards 
of thirty years been entirely under State management. 

After the confidence in English railway enterprise so strongly established in 1845 
and 1846, a number of railways were constructed in Belgium by independent companies, 
of which four have been leased to, and are now being worked by the State. 

The railways of these independent companies are mostly of short length, and in conse- 
quence of the inconvenience and loss arising from their being, worked separately, great 
efforts have been made towards amalgamation. 

Amalgamations have already been effected to a considerable extent, and the result 
is, that six Belgian railways are under foreign management, one being worked by 
a Dutch Company, which works 428 miles, including 310 miles of the lines of the 
Dutch Government; three by the Northern of France, which works 913 miles ; and two 
by the Eastern of France, which works 1 ,756 miles ; seven are worked by or amalgamated 
with the Grand Central Belgian Company, which works 350 miles ; nineteen by the 
General Company for working Belgian railways, which works 376 miles, and one small 
company has leased another, leaving only one .large and four small companies in their 
original condition of independence. 

The names of the different Belgian railways, the mileage worked by the State and that 
Worked by the Companies, are given in the following Tables (Table A. and Table B.)

Notwithstanding the concentrations which have already taken place in Belgium, a 

strong feeling exists for still greater consolidation, and as far back as 1864 and 1865 Appendix, 
negotiations took place for the acquisition by the State of the lines of some of the Map No. l. 
independent companies. 

During the present year the General Company for Working Belgian Railways proposed 
to lease all the State railways. This proposal was not favourably received by the 
Belgian public, on the contrary the Government was urged to undertake the immediate 
purchase of the railways belonging to independent companies in Belgium, so as to vest 
in the State the property of all the lines and the exclusive control over their traffic, fares, 
and charges. Thus in Belgium, which has had experience of State management for 
upwards of 30 years, the question is now being discussed of placing under State control 
the entire system of railways of that country. 

The following table (C.), extending from 1835 to 1 867» shows the excess of expenditure 
(including payments to companies'’ whose lines are worked by the State and interest on 
borrowed money) over receipts in some years, or of receipts over expenditure in others. 

The expenditure so stated does not, however, include any amount for the redemption 
of debt.

The money for making the State railways was borrowed on the principle that it 
should be gradually redeemed by periodical payments charged upon the net revenue 
of the railways, and until they became profitable the funds necessary for the redemption 
of the debt were advanced by the Treasury, and for the years in which the expenditure 
exceeded the receipts, the amount was added to the losses and carried forward as a 
charge against the railways. 

It appears from the latest returns that the cost of the State railways up to the end of 
1867 amounted to 10,426,619/., and that the debt actually redeemed up to the same 
date was 1,970,889/., being 19 per cent, of the original cost. 



II.— -Goods Charges in Belgium. Goods 

Charges in 

The Reduction in Charges for Goods Traffic on the Belgian Railways. 

M. Vanderstichelen, late Minister of Public Works and now Minister of Foreign Affairs Appendix, 
in Belgium, in a statement which he laid before the Chamber of Representatives at ’ p ' 
Brussels on the 7th March 1865, explanatory of the project of law with respect to the 
scale of charges for passengers and luggage then proposed to the Chamber, ascribes the 
financial prosperity of the State railways to the reduction in the rates for goods which 

A 4 
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was commenced in 1856. The net profits after attaining in 1854 to the sum of 150,414/. 
had fallen in 1856 to 67,009/. The Minister then commenced a system of special scales 
of low charges, and finding these successful in particular places and for particular com- 
modities, the system was generally extended until the entire charges for goods traffic 
had been modified and considerably reduced, the chief characteristic of the changes 
being the introduction of the principle that the charge per league should decrease as 
the distance the goods were carried increased. 

The nature and extent of these changes are shown in detail in the Tables of the 
charges from 1840 to 1865, which have been translated from the “ Annuaire Special” 
of the Belgian Railways for 1865, and from information in continuation of that work 
supplied by M. Felix Loisel, Secretary of the Conference of Belgian Railways and Editor 
of the above named work. 

When the net profits of the State railways had risen from the minimum of 67,009/. 
in 1856 to a maximum of 374,485/. in 1864, a demand arose for the extension of a 
similar system of reduction to passenger fares. 

By the adoption in July 1865 of the law proposed in March 1865, the Belgian 
Executive was authorized to comply with the demand, and a new scale Of fares was put 
in operation from the 1st May 1866. 

The year 1866 having been from man}'- causes unfavourable in Belgium for 
passenger traffic, and for some kinds of goods traffic, an active controversy arose 
as to the policy of the reductions in the scale of fares and charges which had been 
carried out on the State railways. 

This discussion was raised by M. Malou, a senator who had been a minister of 
the Crown in a former administration, and who is still an active political leader. M. Malou 
was for many years chairman of the East Belgian Company, and upon the amalgamation 
of that Company with the Belgian Grand Central Company in 1864, he became chairman 
of the Joint Committee of the united Companies. 

The main principle advocated by M. Malou was, that the State railways should be 
managed so as to produce a large net return in the same manner that the railways of 
private companies are worked to secure a dividend. 

M. M Clou’s views were replied to in some semi-official letters in the Brussels “ Moniteur 
des Interets Materiels,” the paper in which he had first written. The policy of the 
Government scale of fares and charges was also defended in the annual report of the 
Minister of Public Works for 1866, and the whole subject came before the Belgian 
Chamber of Representatives in the spring of the present year, upon the examination 
of that part of the Budget of Public Works for 1868, which related to railways. 

The Belgian Chamber is divided into sections, and each section elects a reporter to make 
known the results of its examination of any subject. The reporters of all the sections 
form what is called the Central Section. The Central Section intrusted with the exami- 
nation of the Budget of- Public Works in the session of 1868, dealt specially with the 
questions involved in the reduction of passengers fares and goods charges, and their views 
were reported to the Chamber of Representatives. 

We give in the Appendix an extract from the report of the Central Section upon 
the Budget, in which the conclusion with respect to the alterations in the charges for 
goods is stated as follows : — 

“ To sum up, we, the Members of the Central Section, are of opinion that the data 
furnished by experience to the present time tend to prove that the applications which 
have been made to the transport of goods of the reduction in the mileage charge as 
the distance increases have in a great measure produced the results that were expected.” 



Mode in which the Principle of Reduction in proportion to distance has been carried, out 
in the Charges for Goods in Belgium. 

In Belgium the classification of goods is made on an opposite principle to that of 
Ireland, as the most valuable goods and those most liable to injury constitute the first 
class in Belgium and the last class in Ireland. 

There are only four classes in Belgium, whilst there are six in Ireland. 

In both countries the classification contains a great variety of articles, so that an exact 
comparison of the different classes is very tedious and difficult. 
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It may, however, be stated generally that the Belgian classes, given in column A. of Goods 
the following table, very nearly correspond with the parts of the Irish classes given in P^kge^n 
column B. —

The fourth class was introduced in Belgium on the 1st January 1861, by making a 
special scale of charges for goods chiefly taken from the third class, viz., small coal, 
coke, and patent fuel, lime, paving stones, &c., and this scale was afterwards extended 
to all goods now included in the fourth class. 

For distances up to 46 miles there has been no reduction of charges since 1853, 
except from the re-classification of goods. The present terminal charge and the charge 
per mile are shown in the following table.

The chief reduction in charges for goods in Belgium has been for distances exceeding 
46 miles, and this has been applied in a different degree to the four classes of goods. 

The reductions in the different classes were made at different times ; the last having 
been put in operation on the 1st September 1865.

In goods now classed as fourth class for distances up to 46 miles there has been the 
reduction already referred to (p. 5), viz., from 93d. per ton per mile the charge they 
were subject to as third-class goods in 1856, to ' 62d. in 1868, or 33 per cent.

Result of the Reduction of Charges for Goods in Belgium from 1856 to 1864. 

We may now refer to that part of the question which is most material for the purposes 
of the present inquiry, of which we have the most complete information in the statement 
submitted in 1865 to the Belgian Chamber of Representatives by Mons. Vanderstichelen, 
namely, the result of the reduction in charges for goods in Belgium for the first eight 

^ These reductions were commenced in 1856, when the weight carried was 2,545,000 
tons, and the receipts were 466,244/., giving on the average about 35. 8 d. per ton. In 
1864 the weight carried was 5,251,000 tons, and the receipts were 695,232/., or nearly 
2s. 8 d. per ton. 

The increase of tonnage at the end of the eight years was therefore 2,706,000 tons, 
or 106 per cent. The increase of gross receipts was 228,988/., or 49 per cent. 

It was necessary to expend capital during this period for the supply of additional 
rolling stock, and in providing station and other accommodation for the increased 
traffic. This expenditure amounted to 1,243,120/., the interest on which, at the rate of 
5 per cent, per annum, is 62,160/. 

The Minister sums up by saying that in eight years the charges on goods have been 
lowered on an average 28 per cent., that the public have despatched 2,706,000 
additional tons of goods, that they have economized upwards of 800,000/. on the cost of 
carriage, and yet the Public Treasury has realized 231,240/. profit after having paid the 
cost of working and the interest of additional capital. 



III. — Passenger Fares in Belgium. 

Mode in which the Principle of Reduction in proportion to Distance has been carried out 
in Passenger Fares in Belgium. 

The reduction in passenger fares in proportion to distance was not commenced until 
the reduction in goods charges had been for eight years in successful operation. 

The Legislature in July 1865 delegated to the Belgian Executive the power to 
reduce passenger fares on the State railways to the extent stated in the following 
table : —

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The Executive did not, however, in the changes introduced in May 1866 exercise the Passenger 
powers intrusted to them to the full extent. The minister made no alteration in the 

fares for passengers by ordinary trains for distances up to 22 miles. He introduced ’ 

provisional reductions for distances from 22 miles to 49 miles, and it was only for 
distances beyond 49 miles that definitive reductions were made. 

The effect of the changes thus adopted is shown in the following Table (I.) by a com- 
parison of the fares charged before and after the 1st of May 1866.

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14 RAILWAYS (IRELAND) COMMISSION SECOND REPORT. 

The minister at the same time introduced two other changes in the fares and traffic 

arrangements : — J . , , , . 

1st. By allowing third class passengers to travel by express trains. 

2nd By fixing the express fares for each class at 20 per cent, above the ordinary fares 
instead of 25 per cent, as before, and so giving a greater proportionate reduction 
on express than on ordinary fares. The reductions were not extended to through 
foreign traffic. 

Result of the Reduction of Passenger Fares adopted 1st May 1866. 

It appears that in 1867, 350,036 third class passengers availed themselves of the 
privilege of travelling by express trains. There was, nevertheless, a concurrent increase 
of 81,058, or 27 per cent., in first class passengers, and of 104,766, or 78 per cent., in 
second class passengers above the number travelling by express trains in 1865. 

The Tables compiled from the monthly returns of passengers and receipts show the 
results of two complete years after the change, and it appears that in the year ended the 
30th of April 1867, the number of passengers increased by 820,086, in the second year 
by 710,223, making an increase of 1,530,309 in the two years, or from 11,100,636 
passengers in the year 1865-66 to 12,630,945 in the year 1867-68, being an increase of 
13 78 per cent, or on an average nearly 7 per cent, per annum. 

We annex in the Appendix tables which we have compiled showing some of the results 
of the changes in passenger fares. 

The Belgian Official Report gives some statistics showing the extent of the increase in 
passengers travelling the different distances where the fares continued the same, or were 
provisionally or definitively reduced ; and it appears that comparing seven months ended 
November the 30th, 1866, with the corresponding period in 1865, and excluding military, 
special travellers, children, international and excursion traffic, and return ticket holders, 
that of an increase of 437,54 7 passengers in that period, only 89,745, or 2 per cent, on the 
number in the previous year, took place for distances where no reduction had been made ; 
whilst an increase of 173,926, or 20 per cent, on the number in the previous year is shown 
on distances for which a provisional reduction had been made, and an increase of 173,876, 
or 92 per cent, on the number in the previous year on distances for which large and 
definitive reductions had been made. 

In other Tables we have compared the number of passengers, the receipts from passen- 
gers, the gross receipts, and the working expenses for the years ended 31st December 
1866 and 1867, with similar results in previous years as far back as 1857- 

It appears that the average increase in the number of passengers in eight years prior 
to 1866, on a mileage worked of nearly the same extent, was 6 '5 per cent. The 
increase in 1866 was 8 9 per cent, and in 1867 it was 8 ‘ 4 per cent. There was in the 
same years an increase of mileage worked of 26 miles or 5 • 6 per cent, in the one year 
and 45 miles or 9 • 2 per cent, in the other, but the new lines are stated to be so situate 
as to be more adapted to afford increased accommodation to existing traffic than to 
produce an increase of passengers. 

In the year in which the reductions in passenger fares took place there was a marked 
decrease in the receipts from passengers, as also in the receipts from all sources of traffic. 

Taking the entire year ended 30th April 1867, the decrease in passenger traffic was 
71,3732. or 11 92 per cent., and taking the financial year ended 31st December 1866, the 
decrease was 50,1782. or 8'6 per cent. This decrease was, however, so far counter- 
balanced by the increase from goods that the entire decrease of all receipts was only 
5,1932., or less than one per cent., and there were several circumstances rendering the 
year generally a very unfavourable one for railway traffic in Belgium. 

In the same year the working expenses increased 92,052 2., or 11*7 per cent., on an 
additional mileage of only 5 • 6 per cent. 

The reductions of passenger fares had been the subject of considerable controversy 
in Belgium, as already noticed, and the policy of the alteration in connexion with the 
increase of working expenses in 1866, came specially under the notice of the Central 
Section of the Chamber of Representatives on the examination of the Budget for Public 
Works in 1868. That body, in their Report of 22nd February 1868, reported that the 
rise in the price of fuel and in wages, and the increase of length of line worked, the 
improvement in the stations, and expenditure (larger than usual and beyond what was 
absolutely' required) on renewal of permanent way and rolling stock, had all contributed 
to swell the total expenditure, so that the increased expenses of working in 1866, including 
all these items, ought not to be ascribed entirely to the increased traffic or considered as 
an immediate. consequence of the reduction of charges. 

The financial results of 1867 are different from 1866. The loss of 71,3732. in the year 
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ended 30th April 1867 was more than recovered in the next twelve months by an Passenger 
increase of 82,24 7/-, being a balance of increase on the two years of 10,874/. The Bel^iujl 

decrease of 50,178/. in the year ended 31st December 1866 was recovered in 1867 by an 

increase of 68,308/., being a balance of increase on the two years of 18,130/., and the 
gross receipts from all sources of traffic in 1867 showed an increase of 72,497/-, leaving, 
after deducting the diminution of 5,193/. in 1866, a balance of increase on the two years 
of 67,304/. 

The year 1867 was, on account of the Paris Exhibition, an exceptional year as to 
certain kinds of passenger traffic. As the mileage was increased by 9‘2 per cent, of new 
lines in 1867, the increase of expenses of 1 1 • 5 per cent., or 100,850/., though larger in 
amount appears to be less in proportion to the mileage than in 1866. 

The Central Section reported favourably as to the results of the reduction in the Appendix 
charges for goods as already noticed, and as to the question of passenger fares conclude • No - 3 > P- 36- 
their report by stating “ that the trial of the principle of the reduction of the mileage 
“ charge as the distance increases not being completed, the Section agrees, before 
“ deciding definitively upon this part of the reforms, to await the result of an experiment 
“ under normal conditions.” 

The Commission of the Belgian Senate, upon its consideration of the Budget for Public Appendix 
Works in 1868, examined the different reforms introduced into the State system, and °' ’ p ‘ 
the discussion turned more particularly upon the reduction of the scale of fares for 
passengers. The following is the conclusion the Commission reported to the Senate : — 

“ After the arguments produced on either side, your Commission has been unanimous 
“ in proposing to adjourn until next session the solution of this difficult question, finding 
“ that the data furnished by the experiments up to the present time are not sufficient, 

“ the results obtained in 1866 having been considerably lessened by the calamities which 
“ so much diminished traffic for business and social intercourse ; nor can the exceptional 
“ transit of passengers caused in 1867 by the Exhibition at Paris serve as a basis for 
“ acquiring a correct idea of the reform.” 

Belgian Railway Companies whose Lines are not worked by the State. 

The Belgian Railway Companies to a large extent adopted the reduction in the State Belgian 
scale of charges for goods traffic which they interchanged with the State lines, or carried Railway, 
in competition with them. There is, therefore, no reason to believe that goods traffic was ompa 
attracted from the companies lines to the State lines to an extent sufficient to modify 
the result of the reduction in State charges. 

The companies also adopted the reductions in the passenger fares for their traffic Appendix 
competing with or interchanged with the State to the extent stated in the Appendix, No ‘ 5j p ' 37 ' 
and the Grand Central Company, which works the lines competing most directly with 
the State lines, did not return to the old scale of fares until October 1 867, so that in the 
statistics which have been given of 1866 and 1867, it is not necessary to make allowance 
for passenger traffic attracted to the State lines from the independent companies. 

IV. — Management of Railways in Prussia and other parts of Germany. 

The existence of a low scale of fares and charges in connexion with State railways Prussian 
is not peculiar to Belgium; it appears from statistics we have obtained from the 
Statistical Department of the Board of Trade that the average receipts from passengers 
on State railways in Prussia, not including the annexed provinces, was in 1864 0 70c/., 
and in 1866 0*5 7d. per mile and for goods in 1864 T01c/. per ton per mile, and in 1866 
0'94c/. On the lines of Prussian companies the average receipts from passengers was in 
1864 07 Id. per mile and in 1866 0‘ 66c/. per mile, and from goods in 1864 \ m< 27d. per ton 
per mile and in 1866 1 *.19 d. These very low receipts arise from the adoption of fourth- Appendix 

class passenger fares of O’ 37 d. per mile. The charges for goods have undergone con- No - 8 > P- 49 - 
siderable reductions in recent years, for on the Cologne and Minden Company’s line, for 
instance, the rate in 1848 was l*88cZ. per ton per mile, but was reduced to lcZ. per ton per 
mile in 1863.* 

The effect of reductions in the Westphalian district upon the charges for coals is 
shown by the increase of produce of the collieries from 3,800,000 tons in 1859, before the 
changes came into operation, to 7,500,000 tons in 1864.+ 

Of the 4,141 miles of railways open in Prussia in 1866, 1,959 miles, or nearly one 
half, are under State management. 

The Prussian Government is therefore now managing (without taking any account of 
the railways in the annexed provinces) 1,959 miles, although the State originally con-

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structed only 1,061 miles, so that State management has been extended to 897 miles 
constructed by private companies. 

In the whole of Germany, including Prussia, the preponderance of State management 
is still greater, the number of miles worked by the different States being 5,142, and only 
3,840 miles are worked by companies. 

To illustrate the extent and position ot the State lines, as compared with those 
worked by companies in Prussia and other parts of Germany, we annex a map of Germany, 
with the lines upon it distinguished by two colours. 



V. — Comparative Statistics of Ireland and Belgium. 

In estimating “ the loss which would probably be occasioned by such a reduction of 
« c h aV ges on Irish railways as would assimilate them to the principles on which they are 
« i ev ied on the Belgian lines,” it is necessary to make some comparison of the circum- 
stances of the two countries. 

They are very differently situated as regards trade and manufactures. Belgium has a 
laro-e transit trade to Germany and other parts of the continent, the estimated value of 
th(f merchandise so carried being annually 24,000,000/. The transit trade of Ireland is 
almost entirely limited to mails and passengers, and is of small extent. 

In those great elements of manufactures, coal and iron, Belgium has a great advantage 
over Ireland, as appears from the following statistics : —

of manufacturing industry and to the concentration of population in certain districts, 
to a greater extent than in Ireland, as will be seen by the following comparison of 13 of 
the largest towns in the two countries.

The increase of letters in Ireland has been from 50,009,000 in 1861 to 58,897,527 
in 1867, being (with allowance for the decrease of population) an increase of 3*66 per 
cent, per annum, whilst the increase in England and Wales during the same time with a 
corresponding allowance has been 3'83. 

The length of railway carrying both passengers and goods is nearly in the same 
proportion to population in the two countries, being one mile for every 2,856 persons 
in Belgium, and one mile for every 2,893 persons in Ireland.

Passenger Fares. 

In order to compare the Irish with the Belgian passenger fares it is necessary to take 
several circumstances into consideration. . 

An extra charge for luggage is payable on the State lines in Belgium in every case, 
except when a very limited amount of luggage is taken into the carriage with the passenger. 
Extra luggage only is chargeable in Ireland when above the parliamentary allowance. _ 

Express trains are very frequent in Belgium, and there are very few of them m 
Ireland. In Ireland on the other hand return tickets are usual, whilst they are quite 
exceptional in Belgium. . e 

The following table shows the average Irish fares on short lines and m each zone ot 
long, intermediate, and short traffic on long lines, with the corresponding Belgian fares, 
due allowance being made for the differences above stated.

Charges for Goods. 

It is much more difficult to compare the Irish and Belgian goods charges than the Charges for 
passenger fares of the two countries. 

The Belgian official statistics give for each class of goods a very complete account 
of the tonnage carried and the receipts. But the tonnage carried, and amount received for 
each class of goods on Irish Railways is not published, the information could not be 
obtained without a very complicated examination of the invoices at every station.

In Ireland goods are also carried at less per ton per mile for long distances than for 
short. The reductions are effected partly by diminution in the mileage rates for long 
distances and partly by special scales where the distance by rail is longer than by road, 
or from other causes. The good roads toll-free in Ireland and the steamboat competition 
increase the number of the cases of special reduced charges. 

To give a general and comparative view of the effect of the differences between 
the Irish minimum and mileage charges and the Belgian fixed and mileage charges, 
we have compiled a Table (LL.), from a number of goods charges on different Irish lines 
for through and local traffic at different distances, which we give in the Appendix. 

It appears from this table that the general average charge per ton per mile for the 
different classes of goods in Ireland diminishes for long distances nearly in the same 
proportion as the charges in Belgium for the corresponding classes of goods. 

The Belgian charges are below the Irish charges in different degrees for different classes 
of goods, the extent of which is shown in the following Table ( Q.) for 25 miles ; and we 
give in the Appendix a Table (MM.) showing a similar comparison for distances up to 
200 miles.

The large-sized Belgian truck is the nearest approximation to the Irish truck, but the 
difference in gauge makes the Irish track more advantageous to the sender of cattle, and 
therefore though the charges for longer distances are less in Belgium than in Ireland, 
the loss by the adoption of the Belgian scale would be nominal.

Receipts from Mails, Parcels , $c. by Passenger Trains. 

We have not included in our comparison the receipts from mails, parcels, carriages, 
horses, and dogs carried by passenger trains. The mails are carried entirely free in 
Belgium, and we cannot suppose this would be the case in Ireland. 

r l he greatest reduction which could be estimated for in the charges for mail service 

would be proportionate to the decreased cost of working consequent on a more general 
use of rolling stock, but this could not be introduced in a comparison between the 
present arrangements in Belgium and Ireland. 

We give in the Appendix a full history of the Belgian system of charges with respect 
to parcels, carriages, horses, and dogs, but have not entered into a minute comparison of 
these items, which in fact form only a small part of the revenue of the Irish railways. 

Estimated Result of introducing Belgian Fares and Charges. 

If the average receipts of Irish railways for one year’s traffic based on average of three 
years ended 30th June 1867 be taken, the effect of applying the Belgian passenger fares 
would be an immediate loss on the same amount of traffic of 44 per cent., and on goods 
of 46 per cent. < . 

The effect of these reductions is shown in the following table :

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It appears from this table that the reduction involved by the adoption of the Belgian 
ra tes would produce an annual loss of 655, 266/. on a total receipt of 1,726,444/., or 42 
per cent, on the receipts from passengers, goods, and live stock. 

VII.— Conclusion. Conclusion. 

Recommendations as to Fares and Charges. 

The consideration of the past and present railway fares and charges in Belgium being 
the subject to which our attention was specially directed by your Lordships’ instruc- 
tions, we have taken great pains to ascertain, through the courtesy pf the Belgian 
Government, and from personal inquiry, the effect which the reductions in that country 
have had on the traffic. The experience of Belgium was thought likely to form a good 
basis for estimating what would be the result of a reduction of charges in Ireland. But 
the circumstances of the two countries are not analogous, for while in Belgium the chiet 
railway traffic is connected with mining, ironworks, &c., in Ireland it is almost wholly 
of an agricultural character, and the movements of the people in connexion with that 

m< The' peculiar feature of the alterations in the Belgian scale of charges is the gradual 
introduction of a very large and special reduction for long distances both for goods 
and passengers, and this as regards goods and minerals has been found to be a great 

SU qq ae traffic of Ireland, on the contrary, requires special stimulus and development 
for short and moderate distances both for goods and passengers, as except in the case of 
tourists and people travelling for pleasure, it is entirely of local character from town to 
town We are, therefore, of opinion that the reduction in passenger fares in Ireland to 
have its full beneficial effect must be on “ short ” and “ long ” traffic equally ; and that 
the reductions in goods and cattle charges should be arranged on the principle of a 
uniform mileage rate for all distances, but subject to a minimum charge. 

After carefully considering what would be the result of reductions, we had no difficulty 
in comino- to the conclusion that a slight diminution in the charges for the carnage of 
passengers and goods would be simply a loss of so much money. That to give an impetus 
to the intercommunication of the inhabitants and the moving of goods from place to place, 
and to and from the ports, and to promote the increase of the cattle traffic, already so 
valuable in Ireland, and generally to develope traffic to an extent calculated to overtake 
at no very distant period the effect of the lowering of charges, it is necessary to make at 
once a large reduction, and after a certain fixed minimum charge, to make the mileage 
scale for the several classes of traffic applicable to all distances. 

We are of opinion that the following fares and charges would be sufficiently low to 
create such a large increase of traffic as would confer a great boon on the public using 
the railways, and largely develope the general industry of the country. We add the 
present fares and charges to illustrate the extent of the reductions.

A proportionate reduction should be made for the conveyance of the above articles, 
and we have included in the estimated receipts from passenger and other coaching traffic 
(Table Y.) such a sum as would cover any reduction which could be made for the cost 
of the mail service.

That at the expiration of eleven years the receipts from the increased traffic will 
be of sufficient amount to pay all working charges, cost of increased rolling 
stock, siding and other accommodation, interest on borrowed money, and interest 
on capital advanced to meet losses incurred during the eleven years period, and 
leave a balance in favour of the Exchequer. 

The calculations contained in this supplementary report are on the assumption that the 
railways of Ireland would be acquired on the terms stated in our first report, and any 
departure from such terms would necessarily cause an addition to or deduction from the 
figures herein given ; but it is not probable that any such addition or deduction would be 
important.

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Conclusion We do not feel it to be within the spirit of the instructions which we have received, 

t0 speculate upon the degree of material prosperity which would be given to Ireland by the 

adoption of a great reduction of rates and charges, and a concentration of management. 
It is^ however, useful to know that if our anticipations of the increase of traffic resulting 
from the reductions be realized, the public using the Irish railways would pay for such 
increased traffic during a period of twelve years, the sum of 12,000,000/. less than they 
would have paid for such traffic at the existing rates, but instead of this advantage being- 
obtained by means of any permanent sacrifice on the part of the State, a clear profit 
of 50 000/' would be secured in the twelfth year after payment of working charges, cost 
of increased accommodation and additional rolling stock, and interest on all capital 
previously advanced, and a profit of 90,000/. in the thirteenth- year. 

This amount of profit, and the larger annual amounts for subsequent years (supposing 
the traffic to continue to increase), would be available for the repayment of the money 
which had been advanced during the preceding period. 

These are vast results, and it must be always remembered that calculations of this 
nature are subject to disturbance from unusual or unexpected circumstances, but having 
obtained the best and most accurate information in our power, and having brought our 
own experience to bear upon the questions submitted to us, we do not hesitate in giving 
our opinion that such results may be fairly expected to follow the suggested reductions.

+ " . 01 ,v, TO if. to vour deliberations is to the addition of third-class carriages to certain ex- 
press trains, the reduction of the minima of fares, 
and of other analogous experiments which it would 
be useful to make. 

I have thought, Gentlemen, that it would not be 
irrelevant rapidly to survey the different circum- 
stances which have marked the reform of the goods 
scale of charges, and to consider the results obtained. 

I hope these explanations are of such a nature as 
to justify the vote of confidence which I have the 
honour of soliciting from the legislature. 

In 1856, in spite of an increase of 38 miles of lines 
worked, the traffic and the receipts for heavy goods 
were less by 104,000 tons, and by 12,120/. than those 
of the preceding year. 

On the other hand, offers of new traffic, but at 
reduced prices, were made from all parts to the 
administration. This state of things seemed to 
indicate a kind of limitation of traffic resulting from 
the high rates. 

The administration accepted these offers. 

Such was the origin of particular contracts and 
special scales of charges. 

The traffic received from this measure a lively 
impulse, and the Government have proved the cox- 
rectness of the system in spite of the objections on 
principle, which were made to it. It can be affirmed 
that it has been profitable to the country as well as 
to the public Treasury. The administration on its 
part has drawn from it precious elements of informa- 
tion, and an experience which has allowed it to go on 
boldly in the path of progress. From 1 856 to I860 • 
(four years) the traffic increased by 1,133,000 tons, 
and the receipts by 132,252/. 

In 1861 the Government introduced the first 
regular scale of charges, with reduction according 
to distance. 

It embraced pit-coal, coke, patent fuel, rough 
castings, flag-stones, building stones, and lime. 

The results of this experiment were remarkable. 
The entire traffic rose 11-61 per cent. (427,000 tons), 
the receipts 10-93 per cent. (65,400/.), but the increase 
of tonnage of the goods which got the benefit of the 
new scale of charges attained the enormous amount 
of 72 • 40 per cent. 

In 1862 the special scale became general, that is 
to say, it was extended to all goods of the third 
class. 

A scale, reduced according to distance, was put in 
operation for the second class, as also other secondary 
measures. The railways were worked under this 
regime during the years 1862-3, and the first five 
months of 1864. 

In spite of these reductions of the scale of charges, 
and of the intensity of the commercial and industrial 
crisis, the traffic increased by 621,000 tons, and the 
receipts by 35,680/. 

In 1864 still more important reforms were decreed ; 
all goods of the third class passed into a new class at 
rates greatly reduced ; the greater part of second- 
class goods were ranked in the third, and a certain 
number of products of the first class in the second 
and third. The charges of these two latter classes 
had a system of reduction according to distance ap- 
plied to them ; a reduced scale of charges was made 
for contracts, &c. 

The effect of these measures was to suppress 
almost the whole of the former contracts and special 
scales, the charges by ordinary scales being equal to 
or lower than those of favoured ones. 

The results surpassed all expectation. 



the honour to submit to your deliberations is to 
authorize the Government to regulate, temporarily, 
by administrative measures, the scale of charges for 
passengers and luggage on the railways of the State. 

F In asking these powers the Government are 
actuated by°one idea alone,— to introduce successive 
reforms into this scale by means of prudently at- 
tempted experiments and improvements, graduated 
so as, on the one hand, to render the railway more 
accessible to the public, and on the other, not to 
compromise the financial state of that institution. 

Indeed, Gentlemen, if it were possible, to. extem- 
porise a’ complete system of reform, if it were 
possible to provide against the serious financial 
miscalculations, which might be the consequence of 
o-eneral and radical measures, the Government would 
not hesitate to submit a complete project to your 
deliberations ; but, except a few partial experiments, 
such as excursion trains, return tickets, season 
tickets, there exists no precedent in any extensive 
scale of working. 

The scale of charges for passengers is everywhere 
based on an equal mileage rate, a foundation which 
seems neither rational, since it presumes the mileage 
equality of working expenses, nor commercial, since 
it produces an increase of fare, which, beyond the 
natural obstacles opposed by. distance to movement 
from place to place, adds a kind of tax that renders 
travelling onerous, if not impossible, to the inferior 
and even to the middle classes of society. 

The reforms successively introduced by Govern- 
ment in the scale of charges of goods have met with 
the assent of the country and its representatives. 
Other projected or desired improvements will be 
accomplished in time. But I do not hesitate to 
declare that the Government themselves would per- 
haps have recoiled before these reforms, if it had 
been a question of proposing them in a project as a 
whole, and of putting them simultaneously into exe- 
cution. 

Admitting the knowledge, experience, and energy 
necessary to the elaboration of such a project, one 
would have drawn back before its financial conse- 
quences, before a possible and immediate diminution 
of many millions in the receipts. 

The Government then have striven to examine the 
ground carefully by means of successive trials ; they 
have prudently advanced from reform to reform in 
such a manner as to produce the desired good, still 
maintaining untouched the admirable financial state 
of our national net- work of railways. 

The essential basis of the reforms introduced in the 
scale of charges of goods has been the reduction of 
the mileage rate in proportion to the increase of 
distance. 

The Government think that it would be useful and 
just to apply the same principle to the scale of 
fares of passengers, and they believe that the latter 
reform ought to be accomplished by the same pro- 
cedure, and with the same prudence as the former. 

The Government also find it impossible to attempt, 
except by legislative measures, any other partial 
improvement, the powers which ai-e given them by 
Art. 10 of the law , of the 12th April 1851,* being 
limited to exceptional cases. 

It is for this reason that they have postponed until 

* Article 10. — The minister -will have the option of reducing 
the scale of.fares for passengers to the limit of 50 per cent. ; — 
1st. For the conveyance of emigrants and their luggage ; 

2nd. For special traffic, and for traffic on such occasions as 
solemnities, meetings, and public fetes, which appear of a nature 
likely to procure au increase of receipts to the railway. 
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. From June to December the tonnage of heavy 
goods increased by 525,000 tons which represents for 
a period of 12 months a total increase of 900,000 tons. 
It is equivalent to the average increase in three years. 

As to the receipts, the loss from the sudden change 
might have reached 80,000/., but this prodigious 
development of traffic maintained them at a normal 
level. 

The increase for the same period, from Juno to 
December, had been 23,120/., which represents 39,600/. 
for a year. 

You can understand that if the increase of the 
traffic continue, even in the smallest proportions, after 
the first year, the results in receipts would be much 
more brilliant since the product of the excess of 
traffic would no longer be wanted to compensate the 
reduction on the previous amount. 

Let me be allowed to consider the ensemble of these 
measures under the three most interesting aspects, — 

1 . The rate of the scale of charges. 

2. The benefit to the public. 

3. The result to the treasury (receipts and ex- 



pense;. 

The following is a comparison of the scale of 
charges of 1856 and 1864. 




rence between the rates of 1856 and 1864 is in- 
creased by the important changes effected in the 
classification. 

Thus, lime paid formerly, in the 2nd class from 
2s. 4c/. to 16s. 9c/.; now it pays in the 4th class from 
Is. 7 cl. to 4s. 4c/.; 2s. 9c/. to 20s. 9 d. were paid for 
beetroot in the 1st class, only Is. 7 d. to 4s. 4c/. are now 
charged for in the 4th class. 

Similar reductions, to the extent of 80 per cent, 
on the prices of 1856, have been made on coal, 
minerals, cast and wrought iron, wood, building 
materials (stones, bricks, flags, tiles, slates, &c.) 
potatoes, manure, &c. 

What has been the benefit to the public ? 

The increase of benefit which the public has 
gained from the railway from 1856 to 1864 is not 
only in proportion to the increase of traffic, but also 
to the lower rate paid. 

The traffic has increased in the following propor- 
tions.

The increase of tonnage from 1856 to 1864 is 
2,706,000 tons or 106 '32 per cent. 

We do not think we shall be contradicted when we 
say that an increase of 2,706,000 tons (106 per 
cent.) and an economy of 800,000/. realized in eight 
years, the last year of which absorbs in itself alone 
266,800/. corresponding to a mean diminution of 28 
per cent, in the scale of charges are a powerful 
element of prosperity to our commerce, our industry, 
and our agriculture. At what price has the public 
treasury realized these benefits ? 

From 1856 to 1864 the receipts on the heavy goods 
have been raised from 438,840/. ( 2 ) to 669,520/., ( 2 ) 

i.e. 230,680/. or 52^ per cent. 

The other elements of traffic, passengers, light 
goods, bullion, &c., have returned in 1864, 677, 600/.( 2 ) 
against 487,320 /. ( 2 ) in 1856. 

The increase of the two kinds of traffic gives thus 
a total of 420,960/. or 31-25 per cent, excess above 
the estimate. The working expenses were 592,440 /. 
in 1856 ; they were raised in 1864 to 720,000/., ( 3 )i.e. 
127,560 /. or 21£ per cent. more. Let us add to these 
expenses all the interest of the capital expended from 
1856 to 1864, though the greater part of this outlay 
was indispensable, and quite independent of the altera- 
tion of the scale of charges. 

This outlay on the 31st of December last amounted 
to 1,243,120/., (*) the interest at 5 per cent, being 
62,160/. 

The total increase of the cost of working and the 
interest of capital thus amounts to 189,720/., i.e. to 
an amount less by 231,240/. than the increased 
receipts from ordinary traffic, and even less by 40,960/. 
than the increased receipts from the special traffic of 
heavy goods. 

In short, since 1856, that is to say, in eight years, 

1. The charges on goods have been lowered on an 

average by 28 per cent. 

2. The public have despatched 2,706,000 tons 

more, while they have economized more than 
800,000/. on the cost of carriage. 

3. The public treasury has realized 231,240/. more 

after having paid the cost of working and 
the interest of capital. 

Being in this prosperous situation the Government 
asks if the time has not come to turn their atten- 
tion to the second part of the problem of cheap 
conveyance. 

In other words, whether it is not proper to apply 
to the service of passengers the principles which 
have given such satisfactory results to that of goods. 

The Government is of opinion that in principle 
facility and cheapness in passenger traffic are as 
productive of advantage to all classes of society as the 
economical conveyance of goods can be to the pro- 
ducers and the consumers. 

In what manner should we proceed to attain this 
desirable result ? 

I repeat that this is only to be learnt by the 
attentive study of facts and experience. 

The Government cherish the hope that the legisla- 
ture, co-operating with their good intentions, will not 
refuse the powers necessary to arrive at their realiza-

Translation of Extracts from Report made to the Chamber of Representatives, Brussels, 
on the 22nd of February 1S68, in the Name of the Central Section by M. Descamps. 



(a) Report on General Discussion in the Central 
Section. 

The Central Section has considered it necessary to 
place before the Minister of Public Works a series 
of questions relative to the different chapters of the 
Budget. We shall reproduce them later, along with 
the discussion on the articles to which these questions 
relate and we shall add to the replies that have been 
made ’to them, the observations that they have sug- 
gested to the Central Section. 

In relation to the increase of supplies that the ser- 
vices of the railway have necessitated in 1868, the 
Central Section introduced the discussion of reforms 
suo-o-ested in the administration of the State railway 
system. It examined the results of these reforms 
from the Treasury point of view. The services ren- 
dered to trade and industry, and the facilities afforded 
to the general public ; it discussed also the present 
and future influence of the new scale of fares and 
charges upon the expenses of working, and upon the 
existence and development of the network of our 
railways. 

The principle of the scale of diminishing charges, 
that is to say, of that in which the charge per mile 
diminishes in proportion to the length of the journey 
is not new, it has always been practised by certain 
carriers upon roads, rivers, and canals, and it has been 
adopted for many years in France and England, if not 
in a general manner, at least for the conveyance of 
certain classes of merchandise. 

In Belgium even the scale of charges of 1864 was 
only the generalization of measures in operation since 
1861, and the regulating and extension to the general 
public of those advantages which had been granted to 
special classes of local traders by special contracts and 
scales of charges. 

Although the scale of diminishing charges rests 
upon a principle indisputably rational and eminently 
suitable for the development of traffic and commercial 
relations, the uses and advantage of the reform intro- 
duced have been much discussed and opposed. Be- 
cause if, as the Central Section is pleased to acknow- 
ledge the basis of the new scale is unassailable, the 
successive application that has been made of it, (first, 
to the conveyance of merchandise and then to that of 
passengers,) could not, whether as the partisans of 
reform may maintain on account of adverse circum- 
stance arising at the very time when the experiment 
relative to the scale for passengers commenced, or on 
account of the great extent of the last reform, be 
crowned with equal success nor meet in a manner 
equally satisfactory the requirements of the Treasury. 

The ardent supporters of a low scale of fares and 
charges, in the most general and boldest application of 
that system, pretend that it has not gone far enough, 
and that the State will find in the development of the 
industrial and commercial activity of the country, re- 
sulting from a reduction of the scales, sufficient com- 
pensation for the consequences (more or less unfor- 
tunate), of a depression in the net produce. The least 
forward amongst them agree it is time, that if the 
contributors, that is to say, those whose capital has 
been employed for the construction of the system of 
State railways cannot be considered as shareholders 
of the railways, they are, however, bond-holders, and 
in virtue pf this principle the Treasury ought at first 
to repay itself for its advances, both capital and 
interest, but when this reimbursement is effected the 
excess of the net produce ought to be restored, under 
the form of a diminution of charges, to those who use 
the railway. 

The Central Section would be unanimous in adopt- 



ing this latter opinion if the work pursued by the 
State were only completed, but when it considers 
. the insufficiency of the means at its disposal to finish 
the lines projected, the postponement of expenditure 
likely to be eminently productive, the delay in effect- 
ing improvements which ought to be made to main- 
tain the condition of permanent way and rolling 
stock, it believes that it is its duty to acquire from the 
railway an excess above what is requisite for the 
payment of interest and gradual redemption of debt. 

On the other hand if it be admitted from this time 
that the contributors were considered as simply bond- 
holders of the railway, it would demand that the 
State, (carrying out in the administration of the rail- 
ways, the plan of operations in the direction of all in- 
dustrial business) should present each year an account 
of works, that it should keep in view its expenses 
in constructing inevitable extensions, and above all 
the gradual redemption of the first cost of the per- 
manent way and rolling stock, that nothing be ne- 
glected for the repair and constant improvement of 
machinery, and, finally, that an ample guarantee should 
be given that the State, some years later, should not 
be placed in a more or less difficult position for dis- 
charging the debt. , 

It is understood that if the scale of diminishing charges 
realizes the essential mission of railways, that of re- 
ducing the inconveniences of distance, of spreading 
abroad the essential articles of industry, and of bring- 
ing, so to speak, the most distant consumers near to 
our centres of production, the solution of the problem 
of this scale, viewed in the interest of the Treasury, 
consists in finding the proportion of the progressive 
•reduction of the charges according to distance, which 
ought to be maintained to lead to the development of 
traffic so that the increase of what is conveyed should 
compensate for the difference of receipts for each 
portion of the traffic, full account being taken of the 
increase of expenditure. 

In the absence of information as to the exact profit 
of each unit of traffic, experience only can furnish the 
solution of the problem above stated, and the results 
of this experience appear to have completely realized 
the hopes that had been entertained as far as the 
amount of merchandise is concerned. The progression 
of the expenses having however increased more rapidly 
than that of the receipts, some increase in the scale of 
charges for merchandise has been judged necessary to 
satisfy the requirements of the Treasury, and a minis- 
terial resolution of the 2nd of January last, modified 
very materially the classification and charges formerly 
established for certain descriptions of goods; the Cen- 
tral Section, while appreciating the necessities im- 
posed upon Government, would regard as deeply to 
be regretted the necessity of increasing the charges 
for goods ; if modifications in this sense should be 
considered indispensable in the future, it has con- 
fidence that the administration would only resort to 
this unpleasant necessity with the most scrupulous 
circumspection and the greatest caution. 

But the Central Section, while recognizing the 
success of the new scale of charges for the conveyance' 
of goods not only in its principle but in almost every 
application that lias been made of it, is not unanimous 
in its approval of the measures which have been taken 
concerning the scale of fares of passengers. In the 
opinion of some of the members, the degree of the 
progressive decrease of the fares as it has been 
calculated is' excessive, and if the Wants of the public 
Treasury require an increase of receipts it is above 
all in the modification of the passenger scale of fares 
that it should be found.

Reply. 

This question is easily answered as far as 
concerns traffic and the gross receipts ob- 
tained, but it is impossible under existing 
circumstances to reply to that part of it refer- 
ring to net receipts realized. For if the Admi- 
nistration knew the amount of the general ex- 
penses of working, and how they were divided 
among the different items of the budget of the 



department, it does not know the amount of 
expense due to each kind of transport taken 
separately ; much less is it able to determine 
the charge due to a ton of heavy merchandise, 
to a cwt. of small parcels, to a single passen- 
ger. Besides this the charge varies according 
to the lines and length of the journey. In this 
respect the question under consideration re- 
opens that which has been already answered, 
and which relates to the calculation of remu- 
nerative fares. 

The traffic and gross receipts, are shown in the 
following tables for the first nine months of 
1865, 1866, and 1867. The table shows 
separately the portion of the receipts due to the 
Public Treasury, and the amount applicable 
to the companies whose lines are worked by 
Government added to the sums payable to the 
Public Treasury.

These figures justify the reserve of the Central 
Section in the formation of their opinion on the 
results of the reform as far as it concerns the scale of 
fares for passengers. It shows, in fact, that the gross 
receipts for 1867 do not much exceed those of 1865. It 
may be objected, however, that the system received 
from 1865 to 1867 a considerable extension, estimated 
at 17 • 1 3' per cent. To this objection the Administra- 
tion lias already replied that the opening of new lines 
—those from Tournay to Blandain, from Hal to Ath, 



from Brussels to Ghent, and from Louvain to Brussels 
■ — has had but a slight influence on the receipts ; 
according to this, these lines are but shortenings of 
existing routes and of little importance, the opening 
of them has caused a divergence of traffic rather than 
a real increase. 

In support of the truth of this may be taken the 
fact that the railroad from Hal to Ath, and from 
Tournay to Blandain only received 6,296/. as their 
share of passenger traffic during the year 1866.

The most important increase, it will be noticed, 
relates to the service of the railways, posts, tele- 
graphs. It is justified by the extension of these 
services. 



In relation to the increase of supplies demanded 
for the service of the railways by the present budget, 
your Commissioners have examined the different 
reforms introduced in the State system ; the discussion 
has turned more particularly upon the reduction of 
scale of fares for passengers. 

A member notices that if the result of experience 
appears to have realized the hopes that had been enter- 
tained so far as the goods traffic is concerned, it has 
not been the case with the passenger scale ; he consi- 
ders that the basis of the new scale is not sufficiently 
high for the longer distances ; he says, indeed, the 
conveyance of passengers cannot be compared to that 
of goods, because it is impossible to increase the 
journeys of passengers beyond certain limits, which 
are always determined by motives of convenience, 
pleasure, and usefulness ; that it would have been 
better to have arranged the reductions under the form 
of return tickets, and of season tickets, as other com- 
panies have done. 

Another member replies that the increase of what is 
carried in general makes up the difference of receipts ; 
that in any case, supposing a loss of this kind, the 
State would find compensation in the development of 
the commercial and industrial activity of the country. 
The State system cannot be worked like that of a 
private company ; it appears to your Commission that 
if the Treasury has a right to be reimbursed for its 
advances in capital and interest, the excess of the 
net produce ought to be restored through a reduction 
of the fares and charges to those who avail themselves 
of the railway. 

After the arguments produced on cither side, 
your Commission has been unanimous in proposing to 
adjourn until next session the solution of this difficult 
question, finding that the data furnished by the ex- 
periments up to the present time are not sufficient, 
the results obtained in 1866 having been con- 
siderably lessened by the calamities which so much 
diminished traffic for business and social intercourse ; 
nor can the exceptional transit of passengers, caused 
in 1867 by the Exhibition at Paris, serve as a basis 
for acquiring a correct idea of the reform. 

Your Commission also feels a desire to see a certain 
permanence in the rules fixing the time of departure 
of the trains On the State railways, as is the custom 
on the the most important French lines. It desires 
that the Minister of Public Works should make altera- 
tions only upon important data in exceptional circum 
stances, and in cases of absolute necessity ; and that 
in order to avoid the frequent mistakes made by 
passengers, alterations be made only on the first of each 
month. It also urges this high functionary to make 
the most pressing inquiries concerning independent 
companies in order to establish regular correspondence 
with the State system.

Chapter- I. — Goods. 

Section L — Parcels delivered by Express Service. 
Scale of Charges No. 1. 

Art. 1. This scale of charges applies to parcels to be 
delivered at the house by express service. It in- 
cludes all extra expenses. The charges are applied to 
each package by weight for each 22 lbs. for packages 
weighing more than 22 lbs. In calculating the charges 
by the scale, nothing less than a halfpenny (5 centimes) 
is charged. 

Single letters of a minimum weight of a third of an 
ounce may also be sent at the rate of Scale No. 1. 
(This regulation does not apply to through traffic.) 

Art. 2. Scale No. 1 is applicable to parcels carried 
at the speed of the mails, and by all trains indiscrimi- 
nately starting half an hour after booking. Cum- 
bersome parcels of large size are not allowed to be 
carried by passenger trains unless it can be done 
without obstructing them. 

Art. 3. At those stations where cartage is organised, 
parcels of any weight are delivered by express service 
immediately after the arrival of the trains until 9 p.m., 
in all districts situated within a radius of 2 miles round 
the station, taken as a centre. 

Express packages arriving after 9 p.m. are not de- 
livered at the address till the next morning, between 7 
and 8 in the summer, and between 8 and 9 in winter. 
But the sender can ensure immediate delivery after 
9 p.m. if notified in writing on the delivery note or 
upon the address of the parcel. In this case an extra 
charge of 2 id. is made on each consignment. 

In those places where the system of cartage is not 
organised, delivery at the address is limited to parcels 
weighing half hundred weight or less, to be conveyed 
within a radius of two miles round the station. 

Packages of 11 lbs. and less are delivered specially 
by express service at the address to any distance on 
payment of an extra charge of 10(7. per indivisible 
zone of 3 miles beyond the radius above mentioned. 

The Administration may require deposits as security 
for this last charge. 

Art. 4. Letters and parcels of no value sent by 
express must always be prepaid. 

Section 2 . — Fast Service ( Small Packages and 
Coaching Parcels'). 

Scale, No. 2. 

Art. 5. Scale No. 2 applies to small packages and 
parcels up to the weight of four hundred, weight, unless 
the sender has expressly requested, in writing, that 
the charge may be by Scales No. 1 or No. 3. 

Art. 6. The charges are applied at so much for 
each consignment,* and by weight for each 22 lbs. for 



* By each consignment is meant one or more packages coming 
from one sender, and addressed to one consignee. 



packages weighing more. In calculating the charge 
by the scale, nothing less than a halfpenny (5 centimes) 
is charged. 

Art. 7. These goods are generally sent out on the 
evening of their arrival, but only by the trains that the 
Administration has appointed for this kind of goods. 
They are delivered at their addresses within six hours 
after arrival, the hours of the night being excepted, t 
unless the parcels are cumbersome. 

Art. 8. Goods which are not delivered at the office 
one hour before departure can only be accepted for 
the following departure. 

Section 3 . — Regulations common to Scales Nos. 1 
and 2. 

Art. 9. With the exception stipulated in the second 
section of Article 2, the sendei's have the right to 
demand in wilting that packages of any -weight may ■ 
be carried at the charges and on the conditions of 
•Scales Nos. 1 and 2. 

Art. 10. The loading and unloading of articles under 
Scales Nos. 1 and 2 are effected by the servants of the 
Administration. 

Art. 11. Oysters, fresh fish, and yeast are 'carried 
at the charges and under the conditions of Scale No. 2, 
unless the sender shoxdd demand, on the bill, the 
application of the charges and conditions of Scale 
No. 1 or of Scale No. 3 (slow service). 

Section 4 . — Slcnv Service {Heavy Goods'). 

Scale No. 3. 

Art. 12. Goods forwarded by slow service are di- 
vided into four classes, and three special scales, con- 
formably to the table of classification annexed hereto.! 

Art. 13. When a consignment under Scale No. 3 
contains goods of different classes, the charge is made 
for the whole weight as for the highest class. 

Coal destined for immediate shipment at the ports 
of Antwerp, Ghent, Brussels, Louvain, Termonde, and 
Bruges are charged at the rate of the Special Scale 
for exportation, No. 1. (p. 58.) 

Merchandise marked ( c .) in the classification of 
goods (p. 60.) and forwarded by full wagon load of 10 
tons, or paying for that -weight and destined for ex- 
portation from the ports of Antwerp, Ghent, Brussels, 
Louvain, Termonde, and Bruges are charged by Special 
Scale No. 2 (p. 59.) 



f The hours of the night are fixed as follows From the 
1st April to the 30th September, from 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. ; from 
the 1 st October to the 31st March, from 5 p.m. to 8 a.m.

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Goods, whether for export or import, through the 
same ports, and marked (d) in classification of goods 
(p. 60), are charged per complete wagon loads of 10 
tons at the rates of Special Scale No. 3, p. 59. 

Art. 14. Goods in the 4th class of Scale No. 3 will 
be charged at 3rd class rates when the sender requires 
the use of tilted or closed wagons. 

The tilt cloths or tarpaulins of the Administration 
are not allowed to be placed over loads of lime. 

Consignors and consignees may claim the applica- 
tion of . 4tli class rates if they supply their own tar- 
paulins, or the necessary straw when required. 

Tarpaulins belonging to private parties must have 
the owners’ names distinctly marked on them, also 
the station to which they are to be returned. Tar- 
paulins when sent back are subject to a booking fee 
of ad. each lot. 

Art. 15. For consignments of more than three 
wagon loads, the sender must book them 48 hours at 
least beforehand. A special register for this purpose 
is kept at each station. 

The sender is liable to a fine of 4s. per wagon if 
the goods are not delivered at the station on the 
agreed day, and the Administration may, in default of 
payment, employ the rolling stock for other purposes. 

The deposit of the fine of 4s. per wagon may be 
required at the time of booking. 

The station master must give notice to the sender 
the hour when the wagons ho requires will be ready 
for him. 

If after eight hours the loading of each wagon is not 
completed by the sender’s people, lie is liable to a 
penalty of 2 \d. per hour per wagon for delay. 

When the’loading is to be effected by the servants 
of the Administration, the same penalty is applicable 
if more than eight hours elapse between the receipt of 
the first part of the consignment, and the receipt .of its 
complement, that, is, if the whole consignment is not 
brought to the station within the eight hours. 

The same penalty of 2 \d. per hour is applicable to 
each wagon loaded, which for want of any portion of 
its load caunot be forwarded by the proper train. 

Art. 16. Except in cases of press of business, con- 
signments effected under Scale No. 3 are to be ready 
for delivery to the station of destination within the 
third 24 hours after receipt, and are delivered to con- 
signee when delivery has been paid for within 24 
hours after arrival. 

Ait. 17. The ‘minima’ charges for Seale No, 3 are 
as follows : — 

A. For 1st class, according to the rates shown, in 
the table of rates. These minima charges, which 
are calculated for 8 cwt., do not include extra 
expenses. Everything up to 5 tons of goods in 
bulk, which cannot be loaded with other mer- 
chandise, is charged as a load of 5 tons. Loaded 
market wagons and dead horses are charged as 
for a minimum weight of 4 tons. 

B. For 2nd and 3rd class, the minimum weight 
is 5 tons. Consignments of less than 5 tons 
are considered as in the 1st class, and charged 
as such unless it be to the advantage of the sender 
to pay at the rate of 5 tons in the class to which 
the goods belong. Empty market carts and 
wagons are charged as per a minimum weight of 
4 tons. 

C. For 4th class, the minimum weight is 10 tons. 
Goods of the 4tli class offered in consignments 
of less weight than 10 tons are considered in 
the 3rd class, and charged as such, unless it be 
to the advantage of the sender to pay as con- 
signments of 10 tons in the 4th class. 

Beyond these minima, the charges are calculated by 
indivisible fractions of 22 lbs. 

With the exceptions stated under the 1st section of 
the following axticle, all incomplete loads of goods 
are charged at the rate of 1st class, as long as there 
is no advantage in charging them as a complete' load 
in the class to which they belong. 

Goods other than those in bulk and which cannot 
be loaded with other goods, and which come from or 



are destined for certain branches, are allowed to be Goods Traffic 
carried by incomplete loads, with a minimum charge Regulations on 
for 2 tons per consignment.

Art. 18. Goods in bulk, and which cannot be way s ‘ 
loaded with other species, can only be received as a 
complete load (5 tons for 1st, 2nd, and 3rd classes, 
and 10 tons for 4th class), whatever be the weight of

Aid. 19. Loading and unloading [heavy goods by 
the servants and under the direction of the agents 
of the Administration, are effected at the xate of a 
halfpenny per cwt. for both operations.!

Loading coxxsists of placing in the wagons goods 
deposited oxx the platforms or wharves fixed by the 
Administration.

The loading and unloading of goods in bnlk and in 
complete loads are generally performed by the sender 
and receiver 1 , but xmder the superintendence of the 
agents of the Administration.

When the sender loads, the operation of unloading 
and house delivery must be performed at the expense 
and under the care of the receiver. 

On the other hand the operation of loading, when 
performed by the Administration, involves the charge 
fixed for unloading also. 

The excess of a full load, as regards the charge for 
loading [and unloading, is in proportion to the full 
load of which it forms the excess. 

The charge for loading and unloading is always 
made when either in receiving or delivering, the 
cranes and machinery of the Administration are 
employed, whether with or without the aid of its 



servants. 

Art. 20. A charge of a half-penny per 2 cwt. is 
made when a verification of the weight of the load is 
required by the sender or receiver. 

But this charge is not made when an error is proved 
to the prejudice of sender or receiver. 

The weight ascertained at departure shall be taken 
as correct when the difference more or less does not 
exceed 2 per cent, of the total weight. When differ- 
ence in excess exceeds this allowance the charge will 
be for the whole excess. 



Section 5. — Carriage of Goods by Contract. 

Art. 21. Contracts are made with consignors and 
consignees, who undertake the regular employment 
for one month at the least of one or more wagons, for 
the conveyance of goods of the same kind between 
two stations named. 

The Administration will regulate the route of these 
wagons, and will fix the period during which the 
loading and unloading of the goods shall be effected ; 
four hours at least shall be allowed for each opera- 
tion. 

When a contract is by weight it must be at a 
minimum of 5 tons for goods in the 1st, 2nd, or 3rd 
class, and 10 tons for goods of the 4th class of Scale 
No. 3. 

Contracts are only granted for indivisible quantities 
of 5 tons. 

Contracts for loads of more than 5 tons are execu- 
ted in 5, 10, or 15 ton wagons, at the convenience of 
the Administration. 

Contracts for six months and more are made at the 
ordinary rates ; those for less than six months are 
charged at an augmentation of 2\d. per ton on the 
rates of the four classes of Scale No. 3. 

Contracts may be suspended on Sundays and holi- 
days. 

A contractor for a term of six months or more may, 
at the expiration of each month of his contract, change 
either the destination or point of departure of the 
wagons engaged. 

He has the option of augmenting at the expiration 
of each month the tonnage contracted for, under the 
conditions of sections 3 and 4 as above, as if he had 
desired a new contract for at least one or more addi- 
tional wagons for 30 days. 

But in all cases the Administration reserves the 
light to limit these augmentations to a tonnage equal 
to that named in the agreement. 

Applications for contracts, as well as for additional 
wagons or change of route, must be addressed in 
writing to the station master eight days in advance. 
Every wagon used in the contract must be fur- 



nished by the contractor with a plate in metal or in 
wood, giving such information as the Administration 
may require. 

In a case of delay of the wagons engaged, the con- 
tractor is liable to a fine equal to half the charge of 
hiring, provided the delay is not caused by circum- 
stances beyond his control, such as a closing of bar- 
riers, stopping a large furnace, an unavoidable inter- 
ruption in miuing works, or accidents on the railroad. 

The Administration is equally relieved from its 
obligations towards the contractor in case of pressure 
of traffic or cases analogous to those that relieve the 
contractor. 

Section 6 . — Conveyance of Furniture by Furniture 
Vans.* 

The use of vans or carriages for removal of furniture 
is regulated as follows : — 

A. The rate is fixed at the first-class charges of 
Scale No. 3, and at 6 tons per van, the maximum 
weight of the contents not exceeding 3 tons. 

All the conditions of Scale No. 3 apply to this kind 
of conveyance. 

No addition to the load of wagons used for 
forwarding furniture vans is allowed. 

The loading and unloading of furniture at the 
house is at the expense of senders and re- 
ceivers. 

The expense of loading on the wagons and the 
unloading of the van is included in the scale. 
The transit is by slow service. 

B. When the collection and delivery is effected by 
the contractor for cartage, it is charged at the 
rate of 4s. per van for each operation, including 
the horsing of the van to or from the address 
■within a radius of two miles. 

Parties interested may employ another contractor 
or their own horses. 

Eight hours are allowed for each of these opera- 
tions, counting from the time notificatiomhas 
been made of the arrival of the van, full or 
empty. 

It is to be perfectly understood that this period - 
of eight hours applies exclusively to the day- 
time. Thus, for a carriage or van placed at 
the disposal of the party interested during the 
evening, the period will not commence until 
the following morning. 

After the eight hours allowed, 2\d. per hour 
is charged as demurrage. 

C. Furniture vans may be used beyond the limits 
of the railway. 

Cartage beyond the railway is at the expense, 
and risk of the sender, who is responsible for the 
wear and tear of the vehicle during the journey. 

D. — Requisitions for furniture vans are received at 
all the stations on deposit of 8s. per van, which 
is returned to the sender at the time of depai'ture. 
In case no use is made of the van, this amount 
is forfeited to the Treasury, independently of 
whatever may be due under section B. as above 
shown.

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Chapter II.— Bullion. 

Seale No 4. 

Art. 23. This scale is applicable to gold and silver, 
whether in ingots, coin, bank notes, or other paper of 
value. 

Any false declaration of the nature, value, or weight 
of the objects above specified will be treated as a fraud. 

Art. 24. The charge is levied by the 40/. ; every 
lower fraction of this figure is counted as 40/. The 
scale includes the expense of loading and unloading, 
booking, and delivery to consignee. 

Art. 25. When the scale for bullion is below that 
of Scale No. 2, calculated by weight, this last is applied. 

Valuable articles charged for by weight are subject 
to all the conditions of the scale applied. 

Art. 26. The articles declared to be of value must 
be carefully packed, sealed, and addressed to consignee 
before they can be received for conveyance. 

They should be packed either in bags, neither torn 
nor mended, sewn inside, and securely corded, and the 
ends sealed with wax or lead ; or in perfectly solid 
cases or kegs, closed by a crossed cord in one piece 
and sealed by the sender at the two extremities. 

These seals should bear letters or a special mark. 
All money packages will be refused if sealed with coins, 
or marked with either straight, circular,' or crossed 
lines.

Art. 32. The charge for collection is always made g t X Railways. 

for consignments under Scale No. 3, although delivered ' ' 

by the sender at the offices established in the interior 
of towns.* 

Art. 33. Delivery to the address is made at the 
rates indicated by the Tariff in those places where 
cartage is established. 

Art. 34. The periods indicated in Articles 3, 7, and 
16 are not binding when the formalities of the custom- 
house prevent their observance 

Nothing is deducted from the charge for delivery of 
articles in Scales Nos. 2 and 4, addressed “ to be 
called for,” or consigned to stations not included in 
Article 30. 

Delivery to destination is also charged for parts of 
loads of Scale No. 3, consigned to stations where 
cartage is organized, unless there should be contrary 
directions on the despatch note. 

The rates for collection and delivery of bulky goods 
must be reckoned on the same weight that is charged 
for carriage. 



Chapter IV. — Private Carriages. 
Scale No. 5. 



The same rules must be observed for all packages of 
declared value. 

In all cases the contents and the value should be 
stated upon the address and upon the despatch note, 
which should also bear the mark of the seal which 
may be on the packages, bags, cases, casks, or parcels. 

Art. 27. Articles of value are despatched by the 
next passenger train, providing they have been booked 
half an hour previously to the departure. 

They are delivered within three horn's after their 
arrival, the hours of the night excepted. 

Art. 28. Urgent consignments of valuable articles 
may, at the demand of the sender, be delivered by 
express service, but only within a radius of 2 miles 
round those stations where cartage is organized. 

In this case the rate is double that of Scale No. 4, 
unless this should be lower than that of Scale No. 1, 
calculated by weight. When delivery at the address 
is required after nine in the evening an extra charge 
of 2\d. per consignment is made. 

The charges may be paid in advance or on delivery. 



Chapter III. — Collection and Delivery. 

Art. 29. The collection and delivery applies to 
goods in general as well as to consignments of bullion. 
The Administration, however, do not perform this 
service for goods which they do not load. 

This service extends to suburbs of towns, and in 
general to all districts situated within a radius of 
2 miles round the station, taken as a centre. 

Beyond the limits comprised in this radius an extra 
charge of 2d. per consignment is made. 

Art. 30. The Administration undertakes the delivery 
to consignee of all goods at places where cartage is 
organized* on payment of a rate of Hd on each 
2 cwt. or fractional part of that weight. 

Art. 31. Application for collection should be made 
24 hours in advance, either by unsealed letter posted 
to the address of the station-master or verbally in the 
goods’ office. On the State railway these letters go

Art. 35. Scale No. 5 applies to private carriages to 
be forwarded by the first passenger train (fast service 
excepted). The charge for conveyance must be paid 
at the departure station. No distinction is made 
between carriages of two or four wheels, or of one or 
two bodies. 

Carnages should be delivered at the station at least 
one hour before departure. 

Art. 36. Passengers conveyed in their own carri- 
ages are charged first-class fare. 

If they travel in the railway carriages they pay 
according to the passenger scale. 

Art. 37. Carriages, accompanied by passengers, 
consigned to a station beyond Brussels, are only 
booked as far as Brussels. 

Art. 38. Carriages can be conveyed by trains of 
slow service, on demand of the senders. 

In this case, the following charge is made: — A 
carriage of one or two bodies, mounted or unmounted, 
is rated at 2\ tons, according to the charge of the 
second class of the scale. 

Two carriages of one or two bodies, mounted or 
unmounted, loaded upon a single truck are charged 
as 4 tons, at the charge of the second class in the 
scale. The loading and unloading must be done at 
the expense and risk of the senders and consignees. 
This regulation applies equally to carts, wagons, and 
. trucks, either mounted or otherwise. 

Art. 39. The expenses of loading and unloading 
carriages carried by fast service, are included in the 
charge of conveyance. 

Art. 40. The transport of a coffiu is at the same 
rate as that of a carriage by fast service. 



Chapter V. — Horses, Cattle and Dogs. 

Scale No. 6. 

Art. 41. Live stock is carried either by fast or slow 
service. The charge must be paid at the departure 
station. . 

Fast service is by the ordinary passenger trains 
(express excepted), and by the through trains as 
directed by the Administration. The slow convey- 
ance is bj r the through trains, and goods trains as 
directed by the Administration. 

Cattle are only carried by slow service. 

Horses may be conveyed by fast service in the 
following cases : —

Art. 42. The charge by the scale for fast service 
is applicable alike to one, two, or three horses. 

Horses by fast service for places beyond Brussels 
are only booked as far as that city. 

Art. 43. Conveyance by slow service is divided 
into three specified series, as follows : — 

First specified number. — One horse ; one or two 
oxen, cows, or asses ; one to five hogs or calves ; 
one to 10 sheep. 

Second specified number. — Two horses ; three or 
four oxen, cows, or asses ; six to 10 hogs of 
calves ; 1 1 to 20 sheep. 

Third specified number. — Three horses ; one truck 
of large or small cattle. 

Senders of animals may place as many head in 
the wagons as they think fit, but the Administration 
will not be responsible for damage, mortality, or 
accidents of the way. 

The above rate for third specified number by slow 
conveyance is increased by 25 per cent, for the con- 
veyance of cattle, which, on the request of the sender, 
are placed in large sized horse trucks, or in double . 
floored trucks. 

Art. 44. Horses and cattle should be at the station 
at least an hour before the departure of the train. 
In the case of consignments requiring the use of more 
than two boxes or three trucks, 48 hours’ notice 
should be given of their being required. 

At intermediate stations this rule is strictly enforced 
whatever may be the importance of the consignment. 

Ait. 45. Loading or unloading of animals forwarded 
by fast or slow service must be performed by and 
at the entire responsibility of the sender or receiver. 
The administration may forbid any loading or unload- 
ing during the course of the journey. 

Ait. 46. Horses and cattle must be accompanied 
by a conductor. 

One conductor per consignment or per truck is 
allowed free in the boxes, horse or cattle trucks. 

If the conductor proceeds in any other vehicle he 
must pay as a passenger. 

Art. 47. Except in cases provided for in Art. 65, 
when a delay of more than six hours occurs in the 
arrival of the trains, the Administration is not respon- 
sible for any loss,' beyond the total amount of- the 
charges for conveyance. 

Art. 48. The conveyance of horses and cattle re- 
quiring 10 trucks, at least, for one destination, may 
be effected by special train at slow charges, provided 
that a requisition is made two days in advance. 

Art. 49. Small animals presented for conveyance 
in pens, baskets, or bags, properly closed, may be 
forwarded at the rate and conditions of No. 2 Scale 
for goods. These consignments are not carried by 
passenger trains, and the Administration will not 
undertake their delivery to address. They under- 
take no responsibility in reference to these con- 
signments. 

Axt. 50. — Dogs accompanying their owners pay third 
class passenger fares whatever their size. 

When sent in baskets they are taken without re- 
sponsibility under the rates and conditions of scale 
1 and 2, or the scale for luggage. 



Chapter VI. — Exceptional Conveyance. 

Art. 51. — A reduction of charges not exceeding 
50 per cent, may be allowed under exceptional cir- 
cumstances or with a view to increased traffic. 

Every requisition with this object must be addressed 
to the Administration at least 15 days before the day 
fixed for the carriage of the articles. 



Chapter VII. — Return op Empties. 

Art. 52. — Returned empty packages per slow service 
are charged according to actual weight, and at the 
rates of the 1st class of Scale No. 3; the charge is 
applied by 22 lbs., with a minimum of two cwt. 

These packages may also be charged by actual 
weight under Scale No. 2, by fast service when a 
written demand is mado by the sender. 

Empty return packages can only be received as 
such when the station master gives a certificate that 
they have actually been used in the conveyance of 
merchandise on the railway. 

The certificates should specify the good or bad con- 
dition of the empties. 



Chapter VIH. — General Conditions. 

Art. 53. For goods forwarded under Scales No. 1, 
2, 4, the offices are opened half an hour before the 
departure of the first passenger train, and closed half 
an hour after the departure of the last. 

For goods sent by slow service, the offices in the 
principal stations are open from 7 in the morning 
to 7 in the evening between the 1st of April and 
30th September, and from 8 in the morning to 5 in 
the evening from 1st October to 31st March. 

At intermediate stations, goods are only received 
for those trains that stop there. 

Art. 54. Packages weighing more than 4 cwt., or 
merchandise of a greater weight than 1 ton, or which 
require the placing of a wagon upon the main 
line need not at present be received by the Adminis- 
tration at stations unprovided with sidings.* 

Every entry of goods, bullion, carriages, horses, 
and cattle is to be evidenced by a note given to the 
sender, or by a receipt given upon his books. 

The consignee is bound to give a receipt of mer- 
chandise or bullion in the porter’s book, or on the 
arrival notice. 

Art. 56. The station masters advise the consignees 
by a notice of the arrival of such merchandise as the 
Administration has not to deliver to their destination. 
This notice is charged at the rate of Id. for goods 
directed to be left till called for under Scale No: 3. 

No charge is made for goods sent under Scales 1, 
2, and 4, to be left till called for, or when destined 
to stations where no system of cartage lias been 
organized. 

The - consignees may empower a correspondent in 
the locality of the arrival station to receive goods for 
them. 

The period allowed for unloading reckons from the 
time the notice is sent to the consignee or his corre- 
spondent either by post or the messengers of the 
Administration. 

Goods must be removed from the station within 
eight hours after arrival, not reckoning Sundays, holi- 
days, or the hours of night. j At the expiration of 
this time demurrage is calculated for every extra 
hour, whether by night or day, not excepting Sundays 
and holidays. 

The following rates are levied for demurrage whether 
the goods are in the wagons, depots, or stores. 

For merchandise not unloaded 2\d. per hour, and 
per wagon for any weight. 

For merchandise unloaded; but not removed, \d. 
(0- 18d.) per day per two cwt., with minimum charge 
of Id. 

When a press of business occurs the administration

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reserves the right to unload or cart away the mer- 
chandise at the expense of the sender, and at rate 
fixed by the scale for these operations. 

Art. 57. Consignees must remove merchandise for 
deposit in the Custom House stores within 10 days 
after arrival, or enter it in their own names, paying 
at the same time the cost of carriage and all dis- 
bursements due to the railway administration. 

Owners or senders of goods who have not done 
what is required by the above article after the expira- 
tion of the time allowed, shall forfeit to the adminis- 
tration of the railways \d. (0-36rf.) per day for each 
2 ewt., with a minimum of 5 d. for each consignment, 
without prejudice to the storage and other dues pay- 
able to the Custom House authorities. 

Art. 58. Goods, the weight of which is under 
4 cwt. per 35 cubic feet, are subject to an additional 
charge of 50 per cent, on their real weight up to a 
maximum of 4 cwt. per 35 cubic feet. 

Exception is made in favour of eggs, bleached 
linen, artificial cloths or stuffs, linen and cotton waste, 
which are admitted at their red weight. 

Art. 59. The conveyance of single articles above 
the weight of 10 tons or requiring the use of special 
wagons is not compulsory. 

The rates and conditions of conveyance, as also 
the charge for collection and delivery when the 
administration undertakes these operations, are regu- 
lated by special agreements. 

Art. 60. The normal length of vehicles used for the 
conveyance of goods is fixed at 20 feet. 

The charge for articles above 20 feet in length is 
as follows : — 

From 20 to 39 feet : 

(a.) According to weight when 6 tons or upwards. 
(b.) According to weight plus l£ tons when less 
than 6 tons, with a maximum of 6 tons. 

From 39 to 59 feet : 

(a.) According to weight when 10£ tons or up- 

(b.) According to this weight augmented by 3 tons 
when less than 10£ tons, with a maximum of 1 Or- 
tons. 

From 59 to 79 feet : 

(a.) . According to weight when equal to 15 tons or 
upwards. 

(b.) According to this weight augmented by 4i 
tons when less than 15 tons, with a maximum of 
15 tons. 

Art. 61. The loads of the wagons must not exceed 
the following dimensions : — 

ft. in. 

Breadth - - - - 8 10 

Height above the level of the rails 11 2 

The breadth must not exceed 8 ft. 10 in. without 
express permission. When the breadth is not more 
than 4 ft. 11 in. at the top of the load, its height 
may be increased to 13 ft. 5 in. above the rails. 

Every load measuring more than 20 feet and up 
to 46 feet is limited to a height of 1 0 ft. 2 in. above 
the rails, and to a breadth of 7 ft. 10 in. 

The conveyance of merchandise exceeding 46 feet 
in length is not compulsory. 

The sender must obtain a special authorization be- 
fore it can be conveyed. 

Art. 62. Every package or bale must be properly 
packed and legibly directed. 

Articles sent for conveyance insufficiently packed 
will be refused or only received with a written decla- 
ration delivered by the sender, certifying that the said 
articles cannot damage goods with which they may 
come in contact. 

Art. 63. Goods forwarded under scale 3, as also 
articles of declared value, must be accompanied by 
a delivery note showing exactly the nature and weight 
of the goods. 

These documents will be used in claiming indemnity 
in case of damage, loss, or deficiency. 



The’ name of only one consignee is to be mentioned Goods Traffic 
on each delivery note. Regulations 

Delivery notes which accompany goods sent at 

these rates by the railways worked by the state, and 

those by railway companies, as far as relates to 
through traffic, are exempt from stamps. 

Goods transmitted under scales 1 and 2 must be 
accompanied by a delivery note whenever they are 
composed of more than three packages or are above 
the weight of 2 cwt. The same rule applies when 
they are of declared value or charged with money 
“ paid on,” whatever may be the number and weight 
of the consignment. 

The preceding conditions are applicable on all parts 
of the railway system. 

Art. 64. For goods loaded by the sender the 
administration will not be responsible for the quan- 
tity, even when the delivery notes indicate the num- 
ber of packages. 

It also accepts no responsibility for damage 
occasioned by careless loading or unloading. 

Art. 65. Senders must declare upon the delivery 
note the indemnity they require in the case of loss or 
damage to their goods. 

They have also the right to fix the indemnity they 
require in case of delay in the arrival of their goods 
at their destination. 

In this case insurance of 5 d. in every 407 on the 
declared value or amount of indemnity so fixed is paid 
in addition to the charge for carriage. 

The total amount of the declared value shall be 
paid }n case of total loss, and a proportional part if 
the loss is only partial. 

The same rule applies in case of goods damaged, 
the insurance being in proportion to the damage 
proved. 

The indemnity provided for under section 2 of 
the present article is payable after the lapse of six 
hours under scale No. 1 ; of more than one day under 
scale No. 2; of more than two days under scale 
No. 3. 

In the case of a delay of a part only of the con- 
signment, a proportion of the stipulated indemnity 
will be paid in proportion to the weight of the goods 
delayed. 

The administration is not responsible for uninsured 
goods, except as follows : 

(a.) If. 5d. per lb. for deficiency or damage when 
the consignment is under scales No. 1 or 2. 

(b.) 3d. per lb. for deficiency or damage for con- 
signments under scale No. 3. 

In each case the indemnity shall not exceed the 
value of the goods lost or damaged. 

(c.) A tenth of the charges for carnage for each 
extra day delayed beyond those named above. 

Beyond 15 days the delay is to be considered as a 
total loss. 

In the case of a recovery of articles so lost the 
administration must inform the consignee who shall 
have for 15 days the right to claim their delivery 
upon his repayment of three-fourths of any indemnity 
that shall have been paid. 

Art. 66. Money “ paid on ” not compulsory. 

Articles charged with money “ paid on ” are only 
received when their value exceeds these disburse- 
ments, and the charge of conveyance. 

No money can be “paid on” for articles subject to 
deterioration. 

Money more than 4s., except incurred at distant 
stations, paid as custom house charges, or expense of 
forwarding by rail or other systems of conveyance of 
the administration previously incurred, are subject to 
a charge of a fourth per cent., calculated for every 41. 

Articles to be delivered at address, subject to 
payment of charges on delivery, are to be declared as 
such on the deliver}' note. 

Payments on delivery are subject to the charge on 
the scale for bullion. If the sender wishes the receiver 
to make such payment, he inci'eases by that charge 
the repayment to be made. 
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Art 67. Goods may be forwarded with charges 
paid or to be paid. But in all cases articles subject to 
deterioration or of no value, as also urgent letters 
(Art. 4) can only be received prepaid. 

Art. 68. In case of the refusal to receive, or 
when the persons to whom they are consigned are 
unknown, articles subject to deterioration or decay 
may be sold without judicial formalities on account of 
the owners. A formal declaration is made on such 



S The expense of returning any articles refused to 
be received is subject to the charge for carriage. 

Art. 69. Gunpowder, gun-cotton, nitro -glycerine, 
and fulminates, cannot be forwarded under any 
circumstances. 

Exception of this rule is only allowed to the War 
Department under conditions agreed upon. 

The following goods are excluded from passenger 
trains : — 

Mineral acids, alcohol, (spirit of wine or of gin), 
volatile alkali, lucifer matches, ammoniacal liquid, 
priming tubes, fireworks, cotton, raw or manufactured 
percussiou caps, cartridges, cartridges of gun-cotton 
marked “Dixon’s patent charges,” safety matches 
called “Miner’s fuses,” chlorate of potash, collodion, 
cotton waste, liquid cyanure, tow, ether of all kinds, 
essences or oils of coal or turpentine, inflammable oils 
(camphine, hydro- carbonate, naptha, petroleum, and 
their extracts, schiste), hay and straw, alcoholic 
liquids (brandies and essences), phosphorous varnish 
of all kinds. 

These things can only be forwarded by goods 
trains and in close wagons, or wagons carefully 
covered. 

Partial loads are only received on Mondays and 
Thursdays at the rates and conditions of scales No. 2 
and 3 (1st class), according to weight. Town offices 
cannot receive them for conveyance.* 

Small parcels, patterns and samples, and in general 
packages of samples of merchandise under the weight 
of 22 lbs. may be forwarded every day by goods 
train only at the rates under scale No. 2. 

Packages containing poisons and dangerous and ex- 
plosive substances must be carefully marked as such 
on their outside, and are subject to the following 
rules : — 

Fireworks must be packed in cases at least four- 
tenths of an inch in thickness. 

Lucifer matches packed in wooden cases four-tenths 
of an inch at least thick, and carefully closed ; no full 
package to weigh more than 3 cwt. 

Priming tubes and caps to be packed in bags or 
boxes and then in wooden cases, at least four-tenths 
of an inch in thickness. 

Phosphorus to be packed in strong jars in water- 
tight compartments filled with water. 

Acids, essences, ether, collodion, and similar sub- 
stances to be packed in strong jars or vases, in 
separate compartments properly filled up. The jars 
or vases to be placed and fitted into cases or 
baskets. 



Art. 70. All goods specified under Article 69 
must be forwarded separately and entered in special 
delivery notes. They cannot besides be included in 
the same delivery as ordinary goods. 

Art. 71. If the administration have reason to believe 
that noxious or dangerous articles are not declared 
as such, they may require that the packages be opened, 
or refuse to forward them. 

Senders who shall have made false or insufficient 
declarations will in case of accident be responsible

for all damage or loss resulting, and be subject to thg 
punishment established by law. 

The police regulations will be rigorously enforced 
in respect of noxious or dangerous articles. 

Art. 72. In case fraudulent weight is suspected, or 
fraud in the nature or value of merchandise, the ad- 
ministration may require the packages to be opened 
either before or after the journey. 

It may impose in such a case a fine of double the 
amount of the charge without prejudice to a prose- 
cution under Royal decree of 19th May 1843, and the 
law of 6th March 1818. 

Art. 73. The administration refuses all responsibility 
for damage in the following cases : — 

1. When the damage had not been complained of 
on the arrival of the goods and before they are 
accepted or removed by the consignee, or within 24 
hours after - receiving notice of arrival, or in case the 
goods have been refused. 

2. When the cases or packages show no external 
marks of damp or chafing. 

They will not be answerable for cracks, loss, or 
leakage, rust of iron, steel, or zinc, damage to dressed 
stone, or any other article not packed. 

Live stock, provisions, chymicals, works of art, and 
especially paintings, are forwarded without guarantee 
of any sort on the part of the administration. 

Art. 74. The responsibility of the administration 
ceases : 

1. As regards articles which it has undertaken to 
deliver to* address, from the moment the delivery 
is certified in the porter’s delivery book. 

2. As regards goods directed to be left till called for, 
on their removal verified by receipt of the con- 
signee or their delivery at his residence in virtue 
of Art. 56. 

3. As regards goods destined to a place beyond the 
railway, at the time of delivery to the agent 
appointed by the sender. 

Art. 75. In case of claim, the delivery notes are not 
recognized by the administration unless they are 
stamped by the office from whence the goods were 
forwarded, or unless they bear the signature of the 
station master or his deputy. 

No notice will be taken of any difference which 
may exist in the rates or the period of delay allowed 
or charged for shown on the delivery notes and those 
specified in this book. 

The administration has the right to recover any 
difference of charge either before or after delivery of 
the goods, when an error is committed in the applica- 
tion of the scale of charges. 

Every claim for overcharge must be addressed in 
writing to the administration through the station 
master within six months of the arrival of the goods 
at the station of their destination. 

The administration declines all responsibility to 
claims deferred, and not made under the fox - egoing 
conditions. 

Articles which have been left in the depots of the 
administration more than six months will be sold 
conformably to the regulation provided in such cases. 

Art. 77. The rates fixed for the different kinds 
of conveyance do not include Customs’ dues or the 
expenses of Custom House declarations. 

The Customs’ dues as well as the fines for inexact 
or incomplete declarations are due from the sender 
of the merchandise who will be responsible for them 
to the administration. 

Art. 78. The administration declines all responsi- 
bility as to the want or inaccuracy of documents 
drawn up by the senders, or their agents. All 
documents sent should be entered on the delivery 
notes. 

Art. 79. The traffic department is bound to give 
every information and to facilitate as much as possible 
all the requisite formalities. 

They are when necessary to deliver pass tickets 
and tickets of entry.

Whenever a rope is used in the transmission of 
traffic, the agent at the outwards station is to debit 
the inwards station, paid on, to pay, 10s. By the 
next train after the goods are unloaded, the receiving 
station is to return the rope invoiced to the station 
that first sent it, paid on, to pay, 10s. 



CLASSIFICATION OF GOODS. 

First Class. 

First-class Goods are to be loaded, conveyed, and unloaded by the senders, consignees, or owners thereof, and at their own risk 
and expense. If not removed within 24 hours after arrival per train demurrage is to be charged for each wagon detained by them, 
at the following rates, viz., 3s. per day for the first and second day, 4s. for the third day, and 5s. per day for every further day. 
A portion of a day to be reckoned as a day, but Sundays, Good Friday, and Christmas Day not to be charged for. 

Goods in this class when sent in consignments of less than five tons are to be charged at Second-class Rates.
